1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Isokazi et al (JP 2003 -3 07623 A) teaches a polarizing plate comprising a polarizing element and a 
protective film bonded to the polarizing element via an adhesive layer wherein the adhesive is a 
water-based adhesive comprising a modified polyvinyl alcohol resin and a crosslinking agent. 
Isokazi et al teach that the polyvinyl alcohol may be modified by copolymerization with various 
monomers such as olefins like isobutene, as well as copolymerization with an unsaturated 
monomer such as (meth)acrylic acids and anhydrides like maleic anhydride. Isokazi et al do not 
teach or render obvious an adhesive consisting essentially of polyvinyl alcohol, an isobutylene- 
maleic anhydride copolymer resin, and a crosslinking agent.
